African Rebels 
'o Execute U.S. 
Missionary 


I. EOPOhDVILLE, the Congr 


(AP) — Dr. Ptuil Carlson, an 
American medical missionary 
who refused to abandon his Con- 
golese 
patients 
behind 
rebel 


lines, is to be executed in Stan- 
leyville today, a rebel broadcast 
announced. 


The rebels charged Carlson, 


36, was a major in the U.S. 
armed forces. 


(In Washington the Pentagon 


said Stanley is not a military 
man.) 


U.S. Embassy officials in Leo- 


poldville said Carlson, 36, be- 
longed to the Protestant mission 
Evangelique de L'Ubangi which 
has its headquarters at the Cov- 
enant World Mission in Chica- 
go. 


They said Carlson's only mili- 


tary experience was a two-year 
hitch in the Navy between 1946 
and 1948. 


Carlson was captured by the 


rebels on Sept. 21 at Yakoma, 
north of Stanleyville on the Con- 
go's border 
with the Central 


African Republic. He had radi- 
oed earlier that he intended to 
stay behind to treat sick and 
wounded. 


Christophe Gbenye, self-pro- 


claimed president of the Com- 
munist-backed "Congolese Peo- 
ples' Republic" in Stanleyville, 
announced last month that Carl- 
son was being held in the rebel 
capital, awaiting trial. 


In Chicago, Dr. Arden Aim- 


quist, executive secretary of 
Covenant World Missions, said 
Carlson 'definitely is not a spy. 


"Part of his difficulty may be 


that we have radio communica- 
tion between our various mis-

transmitters," he said. 


"It's .possible the use of the 


transmitters or ..rebel -knowledge 
of that fact that he has dne may 
beiinterpreted:by them to mean 
that he is spying."

Confidence 
of Business 
Feeds on Self 


By SAM DAWSON

NEW YORK (AP) — Recently 


growing business confidence is 
now feeding on itself. Even the 
dangers that some 
observers 


glimpse on distant horizons are 
paradoxically promising a fat- 
ter economy in the weeks and 
months just ahead. 


These arc signs that inflation- 


ary psychology may be starting 
at last to build up; a flood of 
new orders 
that point to a 


growth in inventories after long 
stability; 
plans 
to 
increase 


spending for new plants and 
equipment; blossoming of con- 
sumer 
optimism" through talk 


that recessions are things of the 
past; shrinkage of excess pro- 
duction facilities that long have 
provided 
strong 
competitive 


forces. 


Alone or in combination, these 


could cause trouble some months 
from now by bringing on excess- 
es that would destroy the cur- 
rent business upswing. 


But in the immediate future 


each holds promise of pushing 
the economy to still loftier lev- 
els. 


Inflation psychology usually 


leads 
industrial 
purchasing 


agents to advance their timeta- 
bles to beat expected price ris- 
es, and thus they spur tomor- 
row's production schedules of 
suppliers. Inflation also fires la- 
bor's demands for more pay 
and generally means rising per- 
sonal incomes. It feeds manage- 
ment's desire to raise prices to 
protect future profits from in- 
creasing costs, so dollar sales 
figures expand. Consumers also 
usually cut down on saving and 
spend more when infaltion is in 
the air, and merchants and pur- 
veyors of services seem more 
prosperous. 


The 
growth in inventories 


which apparently is starling will 
mean higher sales lolals for 
producers in the months ahead. 
The economy will glow. \Vheth- 
er it's a healthy glow will de- 
pend on the inventories being 
passed along in consumer sales. 
Otherwise, 
businessmen 
will 


start living off these accumula- 


• 1,ions and stop ordering. 


One of the current signs that 


the economy should keep on 
growing for a lime is that indus- 
try is announcing plans to spend 
more for new plants and equip- 


. ment. Suppliers will prosper. 


And the plans are based on con- 
fidence that the economy has 
new heights to climb. But wor- 
riers can point out that in the 
past over expansion has led to 
idle production facilities. 


It is just such a surplus built 


up in the middle and late 1950s 
that has supplied a governor to 
the current 45-month old upturn 
in the business cycle. It discour- 
aged price increases, 
because 


some one else always seemed 
willing to furnish a product at 
the old price. 


Now the long upturn in sales 


and production has put most of 
the once idle facilities to work. 
Many companies are planning t 
expand to meet current;healthy 
demand and the prospects of 
larger markets ahead. 


The expansion will help boost 


the economy (his winter and 
next spring. Some of it will still 
be going on a year from now. 


It makes the immediate future 


look that much the brighter. And 
if it builds up future surpluses 
— and there's no proof that it 
will — that would still be quite 
awhile off.

Legislative 
Plans Ahead 
for Johnson

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi 


dent Johnson is, or soon will be, 
poring over a batch of special 
reports he will use in charting 
the course of his own adminis- 
tration — and the nation — in 
the years ahead. 


Prom them Johnson intends to 


draw up the blueprints for his 
legislative plans that he will 
hand to Congress in his State of 
the Union address in January. 


The reports are being drafted 


by almost a score of task forces 
he assigned weeks ago to such 
long-standing problems as ed- 
ucation, transportation, the ur- 
ban jumble, care for this elder- 
ly, the economy and others. 


Many refer one' way or anoth- 


er to his version of what he calls 
the "Great Society," a .concept 
he first discussed publicly last 
May in a speech at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 


Abundance and liberty for all 


with . an "end to poverty and 
racial injustice" is just the be- 


ginning and the places to start 
to build this "Great Society*" he 
said, are "in our cities, in our 
countryside and in our class- 
rooms." 


Much of his stress was on the 


turmoil and problems of the 
growing, tangled cities —•the 
slum, 
overcrowded 
schools, 


snarled traffic, housing — and 
he said "in the next 40 years we 
must rebuild the entire urban 
United States:"" 


But the solutions, he said, 


would not come from a massive 
Washington project but required 
"new concepts of cooperation — 
a creative federalism — be- 
tween the nalional capital and 
the leaders of local communi- 
ties."
